SUrillzIng Fruit Jars 


If fruit has once spoiled in a Jar, 


the same thing will happen again unless 
tlie jnr has been thoroughly cleaned and 
uteriliicd. Jt is not enough to merely 
wash the jars; they should be boiled. To 
make sure that they arc in fjood condition, 
put them in a pan of cold water in which 
has been dissolved a tablespoon of Gold 
Oust washinpc powder; let come to a 
boil.
